Early in January, 1817, Mr. Garnon as- 
sisted his Excellency Governor Mac Carthy 
in laying the foundation-stone of the Church 
in Free Town. He had ardently desired 
to see a building appropriated to the ser- 
vice and worship of Almighty God. It 
was a memorable occasion. A great num- 
ber of the imhabitants attended, and the 
Colonial and Liberated Children were pre- 
sent to witness the solemn ceremony. Mr. 
Garnon read part of the Eighth Chapter of 
the First Book of Kings, from the 22d to 
53d verse ; interweaving some observa- 
tions on the subject and the occasion. The 
Old Hundredth Psalm was sung at the 
conclusion. 

The First Aoniversary of the . Sierra 
Leone Auxiliary Bible Society, of which 
Mr. Garnon was Secretary, was held on 
the 7th of January. It was not so well at- 
tended as he had expected tosee it; but 
he encouraged himself in the hope that 
this Institution, patronized as it is’by the 
Governor, would yet flourish, and would 
ultimately diffuse its genial influence, by 
the exertions of European and Native 
Christians, through all the bordering tribes 
and nations of that vast continent.

The efforts of the British government 
to suppress the brutal custom of burning 
widows on the fureral pile of their bus- 
bands have been highly meritorious, and 
to a great degree successful.—Some time 
since a petition was presented to the gov- 
ernment for arevival of the practice. The 
following counter petition was in conse- 
quence sent in last year signed by a great 
number of the most respectable Hindoo in- 
habitants of Calcutta.

_ ta Baptist Auxiliary Missionary Society. 

In compliance with-one of the rule’ of 
this Society; it devolves upon the Commit-| 
tee to furnish an account of the efforts made 
during the past year in attempting the 
evangelizing of the heathen. ~ 

It is now a year since this Society was 
formed ; and with pleasure your Committee 
recollect the interest that was then taken 
in it by. those who bave been its most liber- 
al patrons. Although the Report your 
Committee are about to read, should not 
equal the most sanguine expectations of 
their friends ; yet they are persuaded that 
there are some facts in it, which will re- 
joice’their hearts, show them that from 


. 


they should ever with thoughtfulness be 
led to contrast it with the confused and li- 
cemtious rites of idolatry, it cafnot fail to 
affect their minds in a salutary manner. 
Your Committee had anticipated from 
the first that when regular preaching was 
commenced, there would be some who 
would come to inquire more particularly 
respecting the way of life ; and that while 
they remained with the Missionaries for 
that purpose, it weuld be necessary to give 


On this account it was at an early period 
resolved, that a house for inquirers,and for 
the accommodation of a native preacher, 
should be erected. Mr. Wilson, a member 
of your Committee, offered to the Society, 
free of all expense, the ground on which a 
house has since been built, and in which 
the native preacher above-mentioned resi- 
ded for some time ; a house of the same de- 
scription has since been erected at the ex- 
pense of the Society on the ground occu- 
pied by the Missionaries at Doorgapore.

For 
some time no person of this description 
could be obtained. While this was, the 
case, however, the object was not aban- 
doned as impracticable. Seme attempts 
were made without native am, and every 
opportunity embraced of gaining e¢casion- 
alassistance. At length DivineProvidence 
was pleased to raise up aud qualify an in- 
dividual, who, it is hoped, will prove very 
useful inthe work. He is the nephew of 
Saibuk Ram, who hag long been known as 
an exemplary Christian. Having engaged 
this person, itineracies in the environs of 
Calcutta, and also at Howrah, were imme- 
diately commenced. During the three 
months which these lasted, even in this 
city so devoted to idolatry, numerous and 
attentive congregations were constantly 
addressed, and in most instances the word 
of God was dispensed without the least 
confusion : gospels and tracts were fre- 
eently sought with the greatest avidity, 
and as the Missionaries made a capacity to 
read thema pre-requisite to receiving them, 
they were often agreeably surprised to find 
how many were able to read the scriptures 
when put into their hands. Although wo 
saving effects, to their knowledge, >have 
been produced by these itineracies ; yet, 
from the attention with which many have 
heard, from the numerous tracts and’ gés+ 
pels which have been given away to those 
who could read and understand them, and. 
from the particular mquiries which others

Mr. Lawton’s 
labors were limited to Prospect and its vi- 
cinity. Mr. Starret supplied at Edgecomb, 
Union and Monmoath. Mr. Page was sta- 
tioned at Hampden. His Sabbaths he 
spent chiefly in that town ; and_ preached 
eccasionally in the vicinity. Mr. Walker 
was appointed for Gilead. It may be re- 
collected, that it was stated at the last an- 
nual meeting, that there had been some re- 
vival of religion in that town, and that a 
church had been organized, consisting of 
twenty-one members. Fifteen have been 
added to it, during Mr. Walker’s last mis- 
sion ; as also forty (adults and children) 
baptized. In addition to preaching and 
the administration of special ordinances, he 
attended two funerals,visited three schools, 
visited the sick four times, and made sey- 
enty-eight family visits. He also received 
from the people, to meet in part the ex- 
pense of the mission, a contribution of fifty 
dollars for this Society. “God has very 
evidently (his journal states,) visited this 
little town, consisting of about forty fami- 
lies, with a shower of Divine grace. There 
bas been more than a usual attention to re- 
ligioh for nearly two years ; during which 
time, there have been more than forty, 
who have professed a hope of an interest

THE JEWS IN GERMANY. 

Frankfort, Aug. 21.—Accounts from Wurtzburg 
state, that ou the night of the 18th the windows 
of the houses inhabited by Jews were broken at 
Somerack and Kimpon. Jn this last town the 
populace not content with breaking the windows 
of the Synogogue, penetrated into the interior 
and destroyed every thing that served for the ex- 
ercise of the Jewish worship. 

The king of Bavaria has decided that the town 
of Wurtzb urg must indemnify the Jews for the 
losses they have suffered in the late tumults there, 
and that the amount of the indemnity shall be 
imposed on such of tbe inhabitants as have exci- 
ted these troubles. The general animosity a- 
gainst the Jews is inconceivable. From every 
quarter we have accounts of the same scanda- 
lous scenes. At Rimbach, a village near Wurtz-

The Efglish geographical works, now 
in use, were principally written previously to the 
year 1813, while every thing was in an unsettled 
state. The descriptions which they contain are 
now ofcourse obsolete. From the commencement 
ofthe French revolution to the peace of Europe 
in 1313, was a trying time to Geographers, The 
changes during this period in Europe especially, 
were so rapid and so extensive ; kingdoms were

The world has become set- 
tled and tranquil. Ancient landmarks have been 
re-established ; and the present order of thines 
wear the appearance of stability.

This then is the auspicious period for the Geoe- 
rapher. Descriptions of the world which are now 
written will probably be substantially correct for 
a long period to come.
